CITY types left their 
spreadsheets for a day to 
create more fun-space 
for Plumstead children. 

Auditors, tax and finance 
consultants from Deloitte 
donned wellies and jeans 
and descended on the 
adventure play centre in 
Blendon Terrace. 

The group of 20, recruited 
under a scheme run by 
Community Service 

Volunteers (CSV), painted 
the fence, weeded the path 
to the clubhouse, put up 
blank boards ready for 
murals, and created a new 
games and gardening space 
at the back of the site. 

The wooden structures at 
the popular ‘Plumstead 
Adventure’ were given a 
£120,000 overhaul in 
February, boosted by cash 
from the National Lottery - 
but play-space manager 
Chris Cowen said she was 
thrilled to get some extra 
help. 

“Since this place reopened, 
we’ve been inundated with 
young people,” Chris told 
GT. 

“When Deloitte got in 
touch, they were told 
there’d be a good day’s work

Bluebells, snowdrops and 
narcissi are already going 
into the newly-created 
raised flower beds. 

Newly-qualified chartered 
accountant Alvee Britto, 
from Deloitte at Blackfriars, 
told us: “We have everyone 
down here from first-year 
trainees to senior managers. 
It’s one of five sites we’re 
working on across London 
today. Our firm donated the 
materials and the play 
centre has provided the 
tools. They’ve also kept us 
going with coffee and tea 
and Bakewell tarts!” 

Alvee added: “I used to go 
to a play centre like this 
when I was little, so I know 
how important it is for the 
children. 

Corporate tax associate 
Leah Crockett added: “I 
don’t do much gardening at 
home. My landlady does 
most of it! It’s great today to 
be doing something which 
will make a difference.” 

Plumstead ‘Adventure’ is 
open every weekday except 
Wednesday from 3.30pm 
(Saturdays and school 
holidays from 11.30am until 
7pm) and anyone aged six to 
15 is welcome.

Five held after drug swoop 


FIVE young people have 
been arrested on the 
Barnfield Estate, 
Plumstead, after being 
found in possession of 
class A drugs. 

Officers from Shooters 
Hill Safer Neighbourhood 
team were informed that 
youths were being 
abusive and possibly drug 
dealing on the estate. 
They were found in 
possession of 35 rocks of 


crack, along with some 
paraphernalia to prepare 
it for sale, and £800 in 
cash. Subsequently, all 
five 16-year-olds were 
arrested on October 16 
and bailed pending drug 
analysis. 

The same Safer 
Neighbourhoods team 
also discovered Cannabis 
with a street value of 
approximately £5,000 
hidden in a bush on the 


same estate. 

Sgt Barry Edge in charge 
of the Shooters Hill team, 
said: “We have removed a 
large amount of drugs 
from the estate and I am 
confident we have 
disrupted drug dealing in 
the area. 

“We will continue to 
work with the local 
community and the 
council to ensure that we 
address any local issues.”

COMMUNITY leaders 
and long-term 

residents are shoulder- 
to-shoulder with 
Greenwich Council and 
police teams as this 
national ‘Not in my 
Neighbourhood Week’ 
gets underway. 

Greenwich, in line with 
other parts of the country, 
has organised a whole 
programme of events 
being promoted by the 
Home Office. 

Council staff are doing 
special clean-ups and 
other events around the 
borough. They’ll also be 
helping to spread the word 
about the new dog control 
orders have come into 
force this week. In 
addition, police officers 
are promoting 

Neighbourhood Watch, as 
well as giving out 
information about 

firework safety. 

The week kicked off on 
October 31, with a two- 
hour Neighbourhood 
Watch forum called 
‘Feeling Safe in our 
Community’. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
the cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, 
said: “This special week is 
a great opportunity for 
residents to see the work 
that the council and the 
police do around these 
issues in the community, 
working proactively to 
make sure our 
neighbourhoods become 
cleaner and safer places in 
which to live and work.” 

She added: “We will not 
tolerate crimes against the 
environment, and, 

together, we will do our 


best to prosecute the 
perpetrators.” 

Long-term Greenwich 
resident Maureen Johnson 
told GT: “What a good 
idea! Our safer 

neighbourhood team does 
a grand job all the year 
round - but it will be good 
to see them out in force 
this week. 

“Community safety is so 
important to everyone in 
the borough. I welcome 
what the council is doing 
and certainly there are 
parts that do need a little 
extra attention. 

Lee Abbott, who chairs 
the Eltham Housing 
Panel, said: “This sounds 
like a good idea if it 
benefits local 

neighbourhoods and the 
whole borough. Dog mess 
continues to be a problem 
in our area, and we hope 
the ‘clean up’ message will 
get across loud and clear to 
irresponsible pet owners. 
We welcome the extra staff 
taken on by the council as 


‘green’ environmental 
teams. They’ve been doing 
a good job - especially 
against the strong winds 
lately!”

‘Regeneration’ is not cricket 


WITH no hint of a 
fanfare, work has begun 
on the Kidbrooke 
(Ferrier Estate) 
Regeneration. The 
Berkeley Homes 
workmen, excavators, 
pile drivers, lorries et al 
are all merrily working 
their way through Phase 
One. What I found 
bizarre was the fact that 
they are beginning not 
on the Ferrier Estate SE3 
itself but in Sutcliffe 
Park, SE9. Now I was

The men and plant are 
not demolishing the 
actual estate but green 
space, approximating 25 
per cent of the park. A 
swathe from Eltham 
Green Road and half of 
Meadowside to the top 
avenue in Sutcliffe Park 
is now being 
“regenerated”.

football and cricket in 
Sutcliffe Park is not 
determined. 

When the park was 
“landscaped” several 
years ago the pitches 
which had been played 
on by generations were

GREENWICH residents 
turned out in their 
hundreds to declare their 
support for the London 
2012 Olympics coming to 
the borough. 

They ignored indifferent 
weather to go to Woolwich 
Barracks - the confirmed 
Olympic venue for the 2012 
shooting events - for four 
hours of celebration 1,000 
days before the main event 
gets underway. 

Above all, the event was a 
chance to celebrate 
Greenwich’s involvement in 
the world-class event that will 
take place in just under three 
years’ time. 

Council leader Chris Roberts 
told GT: “It was great to see so 
many people turning up to say 
a resounding yes to the 
Olympics coming to 
Greenwich. The Games will 
be a hugely significant 
milestone in the history of 
this borough. I want them to 
make a real difference and for 
the benefits to last well 
beyond 2012. 

“To this end our plans are to 
maximise local employment, 
plant 2,012 trees, develop play 
and sports facilities in our 
playgrounds and parks and 
win Green Flag status for 12 
parks.” 

The borough’s initial legacy 
fund of £10.2 million has 
already risen with matched 
funding and external 
financing to almost £17.5 
million. 

Kate and Adam Ensor 
turned up with their two-year- 
old son Zachary, who live in 
Little Heath, Charlton, plus 


grandparents down from The 
Wirral. Kate, a full-time mum 
who also does some work for 
the National Childbirth 
Trust, said: “Personally I 
think it’s very exciting that 
the Olympics are coming to 
Greenwich. I’m a keen horse- 
rider so I’m very excited about 
the horse events being held in 
Greenwich Park. 

“I’m being trusting that it 
will be done sensitively and 
that the park will be put back 
in good condition. Having 
been in cross-country events - 
at a much lower level! - it will 
be a spectacular venue. 


“By the way, we have been in 
Greenwich for just a year now 
from north London. We love 
the green spaces and I must 
say we had nothing like 
Greenwich Time in Islington! 

“We just hope that this part 
of London, that seems more 
deprived than north London, 
gets the benefits from it.” 

A cheque for £5.98 million 
for the Greenwich Olympic 
Legacy Fund was presented 
on the day to Chris Roberts 
by John Anderson, from 
Berkeley Homes.

There was a spectacular 
release of 1,000 balloons, 
performances by the British 
Imperial Military Band and 
the King’s Troop Royal Horse 
Artillery. Residents had the 
chance to learn about the 
council’s Olympic legacy 
plans and were asked for their 
views and feedback on 
various proposals. 

There was an opportunity 
to mark on a map where the 
2,012 trees should be planted 
and fill in a comment card to 
learn more about the plans. 

People were also asked to 
fill in a questionnaire about 


benefits from the Games that 
were most important to 
them, what Olympic venues 
they were likely to use and if 
they supported the 
development of various 
sports legacy venues. 

The council’s ambition is to 
develop 12 Green Flag parks 
by 2012. Four Green Flags 
have already been secured at 
Well Hall Pleasaunce, East 
Greenwich Pleasaunce, 
Sutcliffe Park and 
Blackheath. 

A total of £4.772m will be

invested in parks and 
playgrounds, including the 
planting of trees, and to 
achieve Green Flag Status for 
five centres of excellence at 
Eltham Park South, Bostall 
Gardens, Maryon Park, 
Hornfair Park and Fairy Hill 
Park. An additional three 
Green Flag Parks will be 
sought for Horn Park, 
Eaglesfield Park and Avery 
Hill Park. 

Part of this investment will 
be used for 23 new or 
completely refurbished 
playgrounds in parks and 
open spaces across the 
borough. 

The money will also be used 
to improve sports facilities in 
parks and open spaces, 
including 15 new outdoor 
gym sites, six new practice 
cricket net wickets, two new 
full-size cricket tables, 12 
refurbished tennis courts and 
three new Multi Use Games 
Areas (MUGAs). 

Visitors took part in various 
sports activities including 
football, cycling, rowing, 
fencing, Taekwondo and 
Judo. Riding displays took 
place throughout the day and 
there were pony rides for the 
younger children. 

The more adventurous tried 
the Army’s laser clay pigeon 
shooting, target range and 
inflatable assault course and 
there were also circus 
performances from Hanger 
Arts Trust. The party 
atmosphere was provided by 
the live Create stage which 
included performances from 
Taru Brazil and Bollywood 
Band among others.

In good shape at the Triangle 


I LIVED in Greenwich’s 
Ashburnham Triangle, 
bringing up my young family, 
from 1963-1981. It was a place 
that was to make a great 
impression on me, and guided 
me in a choice of career when I 
returned to work. 

In the 1970s, after time spent 
helping out the Ashburnham 
Triangle Association and 
editing its newsletter, I read for 
a degree in history at the 
London School of Economics. 
The buildings and history of the 
Triangle influenced my choice 
of subject and I felt myself 
much drawn to the Victorian 
era. I began organising local 
history courses at Goldsmiths 
College, and for the local 
boroughs. The subjects about 
which I gave talks always had 
this connection. 

After many years collecting 
information to add to my 
knowledge, both from 
Greenwich Local History 
library and residents, we 
published a book in 1994. 

After Greenwich Council’s 
recent Reappraisal of the 
Ashburnham Triangle 
Conservation Area, an excellent 
book full of new information 
and good photographs, it 
seemed a good time to publish a 
second edition in 2009, which 
both complemented and added 
to this. 

We were greatly helped 
financially in this production by 
many local advertisers, both in 
and close to the Triangle. 
Several pictures of its buildings 
in their advertisements added to 
the book’s visual landscape, and 
they also sponsor many of its 
community events. 

I felt that the first book didn’t 
do justice to the Triangle 
Association and have 
included much more this time 
about its work and that of the 
volunteers who form it. There 
are “hubs”, green, family, fun, 
etc, all individuals who give up 
much time to helping residents 
improve their lives and their 
surroundings. We now, thanks 
to some residents, also have a 
Pocket Park in Catherine Grove, 
the only centrally quiet space. 
The first book was a trail walk 
from Greenwich Station, up 
(Greenwich) South Street, 
looking at Devonshire Drive and

Guildford Groves on the way, 
entering Blackheath Road at its 
junction with Lewisham Hill, 
and pausing for reflection on 
the way down at Catherine 
Grove and Egerton Drive. Then 
a right turn into Greenwich 
High Road, taking in Burgos 
Grove on the right, and looking 
at Egerton (again), Langdale 
Road, Ashburnham Grove and 
Ashburnham Place. The second 
book begins by saying more 
about the work of the 
Ashburnham Triangle 
Association from the 1960s 
onwards, and the many 
activities in which its present 
“hubs” are engaged, including 
its popular annual street party. 
Then it follows in alphabetical 
order interesting sections on 
almshouses, chapels and 
churches, desirable residences, 
hospital and industrial 
buildings, law and order, liquid 
refreshments, municipal 
buildings, personalities, schools 


and some former residents (19th 
and 20th centuries). 

What were the subjects that 
were so fascinating and had so 
influenced me in later life? 
Firstly, there was architect 
Thomas Dinwiddy (1845-1928), 
who did the last group of old 
Jubilee Almshouses in 1888, 
which were demolished in 1974. 

T hey were originally built 
for the Jubilee of George 
III, and for army widows. 
They were financially 
supported by the British Army, 
later members of well-known 
Greenwich High Road 
industrial families, e.g. 
Merryweather and Lovibond, 
and Dr Prior Purvis, of Prior 
Street name. Dinwiddy also 
designed the early building of 
the Roan Girls’ School, in 
Devonshire Drive, modern for 
its time, which became a very 
prestigious grammar school. 
William Teulon, Victorian 
architect of the much-praised 


former St Paul’s Church 
(Devonshire Drive) now Seventh 
Day Adventists, was the brother 
of the better known Samuel 
Teulon, Huguenot architects 
who lived in Crooms Hill. 
Michael Searles, architect of the 
Paragon in Blackheath and 
Gloucester Circus, Greenwich, 
was responsible for the 1874 No 
31 Blackheath Road (Grade II 
listed), home at one time of C. J. 
Carrtar, coroner for West Kent, 
who oversaw the inquest into 
the Princess Alice river disaster 
of 1878. This house in 
Blackheath Road is one of the 
finest in the Triangle. Michael 
Searles, who worked as 
surveyor/architect for Morden 
College also built two houses 
almost opposite Catherine 
House, not quite as grand but 
still in existence. 

nother of its few 
individually grand 
houses, is Wellington 
House in Burgos Grove, 
original building of cl700 and 
thought to be the oldest in the 
Triangle. Its present owners 
have lived there since 1973 and 
probably hold the record for 
having lived in this house the 
longest. 

Many buildings in Greenwich 
High Road have major history. 
The former but still extant 
Royal Kent Dispensary 
(instituted in 1783) and better 
known as the erstwhile Miller 
Hospital, and the famous world- 


wide and now demolished 
Merryweather fire engine 
factory and outbuildings, are 
good examples. There are or 
were many other industrial 
buildings with character 
bordering Creekside, some of 
which are listed and still stand. 
Our finest law and order 
building is John Dixon Butler’s 
Magistrates Court of 1909 in 
Blackheath Road. Butler built 
some 51 London police stations 
and magistrates courts, of 
which this must stand as one of 
his best, and is still in use. 

If you want liquid refreshment 
after touring the Triangle, I 
recommend Davy’s Wine 
Merchants in Greenwich High 
Road, formerly the home up till 
1970 of Lovibonds and its 
brewery, most of it housed in an 
attractive listed group of 
buildings. 

And for your final drink on a 
thirsty day, the Ashburnham 
Arms of thel850s, which looks 
much like the houses around it, 
but was always a pub, and the 
only one right in the residential 
area around Ashburnham 
Grove (unspoilt and friendly) is 
your port of call. 

T he most important 

Municipal Building is the 
first Greenwich Town Hall, 
as its plaque says ‘For the 
Metropolitan Borough of 
Greenwich from 1900-1939,’ now 
Greenwich West Community 
Centre, in Greenwich High 
Road, and designed by architect 
William Wallen. And if you are 
looking for personalities of the 
past, check out Peter Butchard, 
Edward Butler, Charles 
Dickens, Nikolai Ogareff and 
Edgar Wallace, among others. 

As a result of the recent 
reappraisal, several new streets 
have now been added to the 
Triangle boundaries, and two 
redefined. Details of these can 
be seen on Greenwich Council’s 
website under Ashburnham 
Triangle: Character Appraisal 
and Conservation Area 
Strategy and Management 
Strategy (2007-08).

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Deptford nursery is

RACHEL Mac students 
may be tiny, but they 
finished autumn half- 
term Walking Tall. 

The 145-pupil Nursery 
School and Children’s Centre 
in McMillan Street, Deptford, 
has just had an ‘outstanding’ 
rating from government 
Ofsted inspectors. 

Headteacher Theresa Lane 
told us: “Our last Ofsted 
inspection in March, 2007, 
was ‘good’, so we are all 
extremely proud this time. 
And I’m especially proud of 
the staff because they work 
so hard every day. They 
provide a very good start for 
the children - both in their 
education and in their life.” 

Theresa and her team make 
sure the children’s 
introduction to school is a 
planned and gradual one. 

The headteacher said: “The 
first stage for them is around 
personal and social 
development. Getting them to 
understand that it’s OK to 
leave their mums sometimes, 
making new relationships, 
but still feeling safe. By the 
time they leave here, they are 


very independent. They can 
direct their own learning, 
very secure and confident in 
their own abilities.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for children and 
young people, said: “Well 
done, Rachel McMillan 
School. The chief Ofsted 
inspector’s report agreed that 
this is an excellent 
environment for children.” 

She added: “It’s clear that 
the students are enjoying 
learning many new things 
every day, while playing well 
with each other and working 
positively with teachers. 

“The final comments of the 
report encourage the school 
to carry on with its fantastic 
ideas, and I look forward to 
seeing more of these from 
Rachel McMillan School in 
future.” 

The historic nursery school, 
a national pioneer of early 
years education, currently 
has 120 students aged three 
and four, along with 25 
smaller children. 

It has recently had a new 
roof - and hopes are high of 
getting a new building on site 
for both parents and the 
wider community in 2010.

APPARENTLY there’s 
unofficial holistic help for 
over-sensitive kids called

love Greenwich, but if a big 
club came in for me...” 
grinned Sean at the club’s 
training ground in Sparrows 
Lane, New Eltham. 

Sean, 43, spent six years in 
a similar scheme in America 
before joining Charlton’s 
great adventure in the 
Premier League. “I loved it 
out there, coaching in the 
major league soccer camps 
and the Tampa Bay youth 
team. But I missed home a 
lot and Jason (Morgan) 
offered me a job at Charlton. 

“I live in Plumstead and 
love the borough, it’s so 
diverse. With The 02 there 
and the Olympics coming, I 
think, what a great borough 
to be in. I can’t understand 
the people who don’t want 
the Olympics to come here.” 

Sean gets in at half six 
most mornings. “I sort my 
emails, plan the day - all 
without the phone ringing,” 
he said. “I’m lucky in 


working with kids during 
the day and taking my own 
Charlton academy team, the 
Under 12s, in the evening, so 
I’ve got the best of both 
worlds. 

“The likes of Jonjo 
Shelvey and Scott Wagstaff 
came through us so it’s 
incredibly satisfying. It’s 
vital to produce home- 
grown players and the 
community work in schools 
and during school holidays 
works as a massive scout for 
the club. 

“That’s where my

enthusiasm comes from,” 
said Sean. “Just over 20 per 
cent of the academy boys 
came from the community 
schemes. I love working 
with young kids and going 
to schools - and the whole 
staff feels the same.” 

The scheme goes to 110 
schools in Greenwich and 
neighbouring area 
involving 7,500 children a 
week! - which means 
Charlton training up their 
own coaches to the standard 
required. For Sean it’s a 
seven-day week with games 
against other club’s 
academy teams on Sunday 
mornings. 

How does he keep it up 
after all these years? 
“Because it’s still the best 
job in the world. When I get 
up in the morning I know 
I’m going to see kids smile. 
I’ve got a full coaching 
badge but wouldn’t want to 
get involved working with 
first team players. It 
wouldn’t be me and, 
anyway, they’re all much 
bigger than me!” 

Not surprisingly, Sean 
tends to nod off at home in 
the evenings with his other 
half. They don’t have any 
children but, as Sean, said: 
“I’ve got 7,500 of them!”

General Advice 

Most injuries caused by fireworks are to children under the age of 16 - a lot of children 
with burn scars for life. Fireworks are mini-explosives dressed up in colourful packaging 
- they are not toys. They burn at high temperatures and can cause terrible injuries very 
quickly, including sparklers which can reach 2,000°C - more than 15 times the boiling 
point of water. 

© Try to go to a properly organised public display. 

© Only buy fireworks marked with the British Standard Kitemark BS7114 
© Don’t drink alcohol if setting off fireworks. 

© Keep them in a closed box. 

© Follow the instructions on each firework. 

© Light them at arms length using a taper and stand well back. 

© Never go back to them once they are lit. Even if it hasn’t gone off, it could 
still explode. 

© Never throw fireworks and never put them in your pocket. 

© Light sparklers one at a time and wear gloves and never give them to 
children under five. 

© When a sparkler goes out, DON’T TOUCH IT - it could still burn you so put 
it hot end down in a bucket of water. 

© Keep your pets indoors. 


The Law 

Under the new legislation, all bonfire displays must now be over by midnight. Exceptions 
have been made for celebrating other special occasions like New year, Diwali and 
Chinese New Year when fireworks can be set off until 1am. 

Shops are also banned from selling fireworks louder than 120 decibels. It is now an 
offence for anyone under the age of 18 to possess fireworks in a public place and for 
anyone other than a fireworks professional to possess category four fireworks.

You war it well 



Primary school’s histo 
project comes to life

PRIMARY schoolkids got out their 
old kitbags to sample life during the 
Second World War. 

The Victory in Europe re-enactment 
day saw pupils and teachers from 
Charlton Manor Primary dressing up 
in 1940s garb, jiving, and retelling 
Winston Churchill’s victory speech. 

Headteacher at the school on Indus 
Road, Tim Baker told GT: “We’ve made 
air raid shelters, models of German 
buildings and I’m going to be giving a 
speech.” 

The six- week history project - in 
conjunction with arts organisation, 
Emergency Exit Arts - culminated in 
the bunting-laden celebrations on 
Thursday, October 22. 

Parents, local bobbies and other local 
people all joined in the fun, dressing as 
ARP wardens, firemen and civvies 
from the era. 

And the 20th century event was the 
first on a timeline that will stretch 
around the school building, eventually 
to be filled with many other exciting 
periods from history. 

Tim added: “We’re doing one time 
period for every topic - coming up 
we’ve got the Tudors, the Victorians 
and the Egyptians. For every one there 
will be a mural painted on the timeline. 


Emergency Exit Arts have done 
fantastic job with this first mural.” 

And the historical line is even 
measured out exactly to 
proportion. 

“The Egyptians are right 
down the other end - it gives 
the kids a real sense of scale,” 

Tim said. 

The plucky pupils were even 
digging for victory in the 
school’s secret garden, 
producing carrots and 
honey for two 
delicious cakes. 

WW2 crops up time 
and again as one of 
school children’s most 
popular historical topics, 
and many of Charlton 
Manor’s pupils were dressed 
as evacuees. Tim added: “I 
think it’s a popular topic 
because their grandparents can 
really bring it to life and make it 
realistic for them. Even now they can 
still recall those times.” 

Abbey Louise Newton, 9, said: “In the 
1940s there were a lot of girls 
evacuated, so it inspired me because 
they were really brave.” 

Seven-year-old Luke Newton said: “In 
the war they couldn’t eat a lot because 
of rationing. I think life is much easier 
today.”

RESIDENTS of the Page 
Estate, Eltham, helped to 
turn the soil for the 
foundations of a new 
community centre which 
will blossom in the Spring 
next year. 

They joined councillors, 
contractors and MP Clive 
Efford to celebrate the start of 
building work on a new 
community centre last 
Monday, October 26. 

The new centre on the site of 
the old Briset Primary school 
in Nesbit Road, Eltham, will 
be managed by local residents, 
through the Page Estate 
Action Project. 

It has been designed to 
provide a safe environment for 
young people to take part in a 
range of activities but will 
offer facilities for all sectors of 
the local community. 

The £715,000 building has 
been funded by Greenwich 
Council and will include a 
creche room, kitchen, cafe area 
and office as well as two multi- 
use activity rooms. The 
community centre will have 
shared use of the sports hall at 
the former Briset Primary 
school.

Tripping the light fantastic 
on November 7, the half-hour 
explosion-fest has become 
famous as one of the capital’s

spectacular Guy Fawkes 
celebrations. 

Kicking off at 8pm the event 
is popular with locals and 
tourists alike and has been 
months in preparation. 
Organising the mammoth 
blast for Greenwich and 
Lewisham councils, Festival 
Fireworks’ operations 
director Mark Wynne-Pedder 
told Scene: 

“A show designer spends 
about a week designing the 
display and choreographing 
the effects - fireworks - to the 
music. A team of three then 
spends two days fusing the 
show while a team of 12 is on 
site building the display.” 

But the organisers start 
sparking ideas off months in 
advance. 

Mark added: “The whole

process is started in July, and 
over one tonne of fireworks 
will be fired during the 
display using the latest 
computerised firing system. 
The display is split into over 
1,200 individual cues 
enabling the system to fire 
off nearly a million stars!” 
Because of the popularity of 
the event, revellers are 
advised to leave the car 
at home and walk or 
take public transport 
to the heath. 

“We don’t use any 
ground based 
fireworks,” said 
Mark, “so there is 
actually no reason 
that people need 
get too close. A lot 1 

of people seem to 
think that the 
closer you get the 
better it is, but being 
right next to it all that 
happens is you end up 


craning your head up and 
getting a sore neck.” 

The enduring appeal of 
fireworks has seen Mark’s 
pyrotechnicians take on the 
Blackheath bonanza for the 
fourth year running.

0 1 SPEND a large part of my life 
sitting in darkened theatres 
around the country watching 
anything from classic drama 
to new musical theatre, and there are 
two things that I am constantly 
searching for -that elusive company 
that has not been seen in Greenwich 
before and could add something new 
and exciting to the programme, and 
truly entertaining newwriting which 
will take audiences to a new place. It is 
unusual to find either, and even more 
unusual to find both, but this time last 
yearthat’s what happened. 

Based in Neath in South Wales, a 
company called Theatr na n’Og, has 
been producing the highest quality 
theatre since 1982, but until last year 
had never appeared in London. I quickly 
remedied that by bringing their 
fantastic new adaptation of Cyrano to 
Greenwich, and having met with 
universal acclaim I am delighted that 
this month the company is set to return 
-this time with the new musical, The 
Bankrupt Bride. 

The show tells the story of a bridal shop 
owner whose entire existence revolves 
around getting brides ready for their big 
day. However, while she seems to spend 
allot hertime helping otherpeople in 
their happiest moments, her own 
private life is on a downward spiral; her 
business is failing, she believes she will 
never be a bride herself and she has a 
stalker for a boyfriend. And when a 
strange man comes into the shop 
looking for a size 18 dress, things really 
start to get complicated! 

It is not only the return of this fantastic 
company that makes me feel so 
confident that audiences are in for a 
treat. ..the show also features a star 
appearance by Vivien Parry, a 
wonderful musical theatre star who 
appeared at Greenwich in 2002 in the 
new musicalSadlySolo Joe and who 
finally makes a return visit fresh from a 
West End run in Mamma Mia. 

Of course I now have to throw the net 
ever wider to find the next new 
discovery, but having opened talks with 
a theatre company from South Africa 
and a high profile writer from 
Hollywood for 2010, 1 might just have 
something up my sleeve for next year...

Carl Ikeme in goal to replace 
Rob Elliot. The loan signing 
from Wolves performed 
competently, saved a penalty 
from Ian Harte but was 
desperately unlucky that the 
rebound fell conveniently for 
the Irishman to net and did 
nothing otherwise to invite 
undue criticism. 

But precisely where his arrival 
leaves Elliot’s loyal understudy 
Darren Randolph is open to 
conjecture. No disrespect to 
Ikeme is intended in wondering 
whether the big Irishman has a 
future at The Valley. His morale 
must be badly dented by this 
omission. 

So far during this campaign, 
Frazer Richardson has been an 
enthusiastic tower of strength 
in a back four which, in his 
absence, sprung 

uncharacteristic leaks at 
Brunton Park. Richardson had 
finally succumbed to a series of 
niggling injuries, while his 
logical deputy Chris Solly is 
also a long-term absentee. 
Parkinson had moved with 
creditable swiftness to secure 
Elliott Omozusi on loan from 
Fulham and the newcomer 
made an emergency debut. 

Unfortunately he struggled to 
settle down, due in no small 
part to a baffling inability to 
keep his feet. It was Omuzosi’s 
latest slip and scuffed clearance 
which allowed Carlisle's player- 
coach Graham Kavanagh to 
pick his spot from 30 yards 
before leaving Ikeme helpless 
with a marvellously struck 
drive. That made it 2-1 on 63 
minutes and virtually settled 
the issue.

Kavanagh was arguably the 
slowest player on the pitch, but 
with eight minutes left he 
strode forward again as the 
visitors stood off him, took 
deliberate aim and again beat 
Ikeme comprehensively, this 
time from five fewer yards. 
There really is no substitute for 
a veteran’s know how. 

The first half - a shapeless 
mess mostly best ignored - was 
distinguished only by a 
quickfire exchange of penalties 
shortly before the break. The 
Addicks appeared to have 
somehow survived a spell of 
frantic pressure, during which 


Christian Dailly was booked for 
hauling down Scott Dobie, 
Harte’s resultant free kick hit 
the left post and Sam Sodje 
escaped punishment for an ugly 
challenge in the penalty area. 

The worst seemed over and 
Matty Robson’s inswinging 
corner had come to nothing 
until referee Haywood made up 
for his earlier error in harshly 
ruling that Deon Burton’s 
marking of Danny Livesey in 
the box had been unnecessarily 
physical. Harte’s spotkick was 
smartly saved by the unlucky 
Ikeme, who could do little 
about stopping the rebound. 


The irate Parkinson was 
ordered to watch the rest of the 
match from the stands for over- 
egging his point. 

Punchless and pointless, 
Charlton surprisingly found 
themselves level in first half 
added time, Burton doing a 
better job of converting the tit- 
for-tat penalty awarded for 
Kavanagh’s late challenge on 
him just inside the area as he 
moved on to Lloyd Sam’s clever 
pass. Parity at half-time was 
an unexpected bonus since 
Parkinson’s men could hardly 
be as feeble in the second 
period. Nor were they. If 


anything, they were worse. 

That heady start of six 
successive wins is now but a 
dim memory as Charlton face 
the first serious examination of 
their promotion credentials. 

The flow of goals has been 
stemmed, untimely errors are 
undermining confidence, 
individual performances are 
falling away. Hardly a player 
distinguished himself at 
Carlisle. Dailly was unusually 
shaky, Sam a massive 
disappointment, Izale McLeod 
uncertain whether he was to 
operate up front or in the hole, 
skipper Nicky Bailey distracted 
by mild barracking, the legacy, 
it seems, of a sending-off 
incident while with Southend. 

The parts were defective, the 
whole disjointed. It’s a bit 
premature to call it a crisis but 
there’s certainly cause for 
alarm. GT respectfully 
suggests, for what it’s worth, 
that places be found for Jonjo 
Shelvey and David Mooney, 
both of whom looked sharp 
during brief substitute stints. It 
might be time to ring some 
changes.

A guiding hand through the application process 


THE prospect of choosing a 
primary school for your child can 
be daunting.

The 
Choice Adviser cannot make a 
decision foryou or guarantee a 
place at a particular school but 
they can offer individual support 
and guidance to help you make 
your choice - and the service is 
free, impartialand confidential.

At these, parents can 
get information about local 
schools, advice about the primary 
school admissions process and 
help with completing admissions 
forms." During the meetings we 
explain the whole process about 
how you choose your preferred 
school, the admissions process, 
how you fill in the forms and what 
evidence you need,” Jean 
explained.

All children under 18 in full 
time education can travel free 
on London buses. There are 
also special grants to help 
those going further afield on 
school journey. The grants 
help with the costs of travel 
and with board and lodging to 
particular centres across the 
country. You may be entitled 
to a school journey grant if 
you receive: Income Support, 
Job Seekers’ Allowance 
(income related); Child Tax 
Credit or support under Part 
6 of the Immigration & 
Asylum Act 1999.

Childcare provision 
outside of school hours 


ONE of the biggest worries for 
parents whose children have 
started school is childcare. 
Ifyou’re working, studying, 
training or volunteering, you may 
want to arrange care for your child 
out of school hours. 

In Greenwich most schools are 
working towards becoming 
‘extended schools’, which means 
they provide a range of services 
and activities to support the 
learning of the pupil, localfamilies 
and the wider community. Oneof 
these services is childcare before 
and afterschooland during 
holidays. 

The childcare can be run by the 
school, the council, a voluntary or 
private group ora registered 
individual. They include breakfast 
clubs, after school clubs, 
registered childminders and 
holiday play schemes. All 
childcare provision should be 
registered with Ofsted (unless 
exempted) and most are on a 
school site, but if they’re not 
escorts are organised to collect 
and deliverthe children to their 
schools. 

Breakfast clubs are usually open 
from 8am and provide a healthy, 
nutritious breakfast for pupils 
before school. 

After school clubs give children a 


chance to do their homework, 
take part in sports and activities 
or simply relax with their friends. 
They’re supervised by trained play 
workers who will oversee indoor 
and outdoor activities from 
sports, dance and drama to 
music, computers and cookery. 
There is a fee for play club places 
but in certain instances parents 
may be able to get a concessional 
rate. 

Registered childminders are 
trained and can offerflexible 


childcare before and after school 
and during the holidays and 
children are cared for in the 
childminder’s home setting. 
Holiday play schemes provide all 
day care usually from 8am to 6pm 
during the school breaks. They’re 
a chance for youngsters to make 
newfriends and develop new 
skills and interests by taking part 
in a whole range of activities 
similarto those at after school 
clubs. 

Children’s Centres can offer care 
forthree and fouryear olds from 
breakfast time, afterschooland 
during the school holidays. 
Children are allowed to come and 
go as they please at 
Adventure play centres, which 
are open to pupils aged 5-15. The 
centres are supervised by 
qualified staff and there’s a varied 
programme of activities including 
arts, computers, games and 
sports as well as trips out. 

These centres open during the 
schoolterm from 3. 30-8. 30pm 
and on Saturdays from 1 1 ,30am- 
7pm.
